The brigade was slowly changed over from a horse-drawn to a 
vehicle-drawn type during and followinjg the war. After WW II, the unit 
was sent to MULINO from KALININGRAD and was quartered in dugouts while 
the personnel built a permanent camp. The latter was oompleted in 1948. 
The brigade earned only the Order of the Red Banner. It was not entitled 
to the title "Guards" since its unit banner had been buivied or lost during 
combat.
